It neglects the 
great primary distinction of Persons and 
Things ; converting n Person into a 
Thing, nn object merely passive, Without 
nny recogniz d nuributes of Humnn Nn- 
A al ive is, in the eye of the Stale 


Thing, liko (he animals. Hut this de- 
fence is manifestly quite baseless. The 
tame faculties of mind have nppearcd in 
the negro, ns in the white, so far as ihe 
condition of the negro nations and negro 
ch'sses has afforded opportunities for their 
develnpcment. The negroes do not ap- 
pear lo be duller, ruder or coarser, in 
mind or hubiis, thnn many savage white

He is thus 
divested of his moral nature, which is con- 
trary lo Ihe great Principle we have al- 
ready laid down, lhal nil men nre moral 
beings- a Principle which, we have Feen, I 
is one of iho universal Truths of Morali- 
ty, whether it be taken ns a principle of 
Justice orof Humanity. It iaa Principle 
of Justice, depending upon the participa- 
tion of all in n common Humanity ; it is 
n Principle of Humanity as auihoiuiive 
and cogent us the fundamental Idea of 
Jus' ice. 

There is one defence ol negro slavory, 
which represents the nejjro as a being in- 
ferior to the while mnn in his faculties. — 
He is asssfteil to approach in his nature 
lo the inferior animals ; and heme it is in- 
feired lha. he may be possessed us u 


such practices nnd such Laws prevail, to 
defend negro slavery by asserting the in- 
feriority of the negro race, can hardly be 
free from the guilt of wilful blindness of 
conscience, persist-d in, in order to up- 
hold conscious wrong. 

The moralist, ihen, must pronounce 
slavery to be utterly inconsistent with Hu- 
mani y; and wjih 'Principles, which, de- 
rived from the universal nnturn of m«n, 
may be deemed fundamental Princip'rs 
I Justice. Slavery is utterly nbhorn nt 
in iho essence of Morility, nnd cannot b" 
ooked upon ns a tolerable condition of 
Society, nor ncquiefcd in ns whnt mny 
allowably be. Wherever Slavery exis s, 
ils Abolition must be one of the greal ob- 
jects of every good man.

1 communicate lo Congress ihu corres- 
pondence between the Secreiary of Sia'u 
and our charge d'nflaira in Texas; and 
also ihe correspondence of ihe latter with 

the autiioritiesof 'JVx aa ; together with 
ihe official dofittnteut* transmitted by him 

to his own government. 

The terms of annexation which were 
offered by the Uniied Smtes having been 
accepted by Texas, the public faith of both 
parties is solemnly pl.dg. d lo Ihe com- 
part of their union, Noihing remains lo 
consummate the event, bui iho passage of 
nn Bel by Congress tu admit ihe State of 
Texas into ihe Union upon nn equul fool- 
ing with ihe original States. Strong rea- 
sons exist why th e should be done ol nn 
early period of the session. It will be 
observed lhat, by the constitution nl Texas, 
the existing government is only continued 
temporarily lill Congress can net ; and ihnt 
the third Monday of ihe present month is 
iho d ly appointed lor holding ihe first 
geuerul election. On lhal day n govern- 
or, n lieutenant governor, and Loih brunch- 
es of iho legislature, will be chosen by 
(he people. 

The President ol Texas is required, im- 
mediately alter (be receipt of official in- 
formation lhal ihe new Stale has been ad- 
mitted iuto our Union by Congress, lo 
convene lha legislniure; nud upon its 
meeting, the existing government will be 
superceded, and the State government or- 
ganized. Questions deeply interesting to 
Texiis, in common with the other Slates ; 
the extension of our revenue laws and ju- 
dicial system n.vr the people and terri- 
tory, us well ns measures of n local char- 
acter, will claim ihe early sliention of 
Congress ; nnd, therofore, upon every 
principle of republican government, she 
ought lo be represented in thai body with- 
out unnecessary delay. I cannot loo 
earnestly recommend prompt action ou 
ill is important subject. 

As soon ns the net to admit Texas as a 
State shall be passed, iho Union o( ihe two 
republics will be consummated by their 
own volontsry consent. 

This accession io our lerritory has been 
a bloodless achievement. No arm of 
force has been raised to produce ihe re- 
sult. The sword has had no pari in iho 
victory. Wo have not sought to extend 
our territorial possessions by conquest or 
our republican insiiiutious over u reluc- 
tant people. It was ihe deliberate hom- 
ntrc of each people lo ihe greal principle 
of our federative union. 

If we consider ihe rx'cnl of territory in 
raised in ihe annexation — its prospective 
influence on America — the means by 
which il has been accomplished, springing

It is our opinion lhal ihe fmatical zeal of 
ihe delusion itself had disturbed ihe bal- 
ance of his mind, and that when the con- 
viction ol im falsity was forced upon him, 
il wns more than ho could boar, and thai 
a partial insanity was the result. Under 
ihe influence of lhal insanity, we believe 
he did ihe deed for which he is now held 
lo answer to the laws. Whether this be- 
lie! is well or ill founded, the case affords 
a solemn warning, which, if rightly np- 
precinted, may noi bo lost, in its influence 
upon others.— Mats. Spy.
